the fight to a dram atic climax when

it looked like it might go many m ort 
rounds. 
After one minute of' the 
fourth 
round Dempsey crashed his right to 
C a rp e n te r's jaw and the Frenchman 
fell down in a heap iii his own cor­ 
ner. He took tile count of nine with 
Descamps looking ai him from his 
corner iii absolute terror. 
Dempsey 
stood several paces away from the 
Frenchm an, 
poised 
with his right 
hand ready to finish the task.
